breach of trust involving the release of confidential information to a news- 
paper and the Senator was quite certain the newspaper involved was 
The Daily Worker, 11 a former east coast communist newspaper. 
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vVeisberg was one of 10 employees fired summarily by 
the State Department in June, 1947, because of suspicion of beir. v a 
communist or having communistic sympathies. He v/as later allowed to 
^resign Without prejudice. but was not mstoro,^ to mo 
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, , it was alleged that V/oisberg hold an annual ' 

c cbration of the Russian Revolution. This celebration involved a 
picnic at his residence and was attended by 2 5 to SO unknown people. ' * 
It was bclioved this affair was in commemoration of the Russian Revolu- 
tion inasmuch as it was held on the day when the communists ce’ebrat® 
all over the world. 
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In 1961, Weisberg raid his wife fUed a claim against the 
Government under the Federal Tort Claims Act in the amount c' CO 060 
for damages allegedly sustained by them in their poultry busing - — * 
result of low-flying helicopters. This case was tried and court dircc^ -’ 
judgment in favor of the Weisbergs for $.750. (62-109060-4119; 140-7536 - 2 )
